THE DAMAGE IS ESTIMATED AT 


$700,OOO.i 


Detris Now Marks the Site of Busi- 


ness Blocks. 


SPRINGFIELD, Miu.s., Nov. 23.—The losses 


by the fire which ruged for five hours ii^, 
the heart ot the city, destroying six busi- 
ness blocks and one hotel, are now esti 
mated at from 8500,000 to $700,000, imd are 
about two-thirds covered by insurance. 


It was u dismal but still a thrilling pic- 


ture that the cold light o£ daybreak re- 
vealed to the spectators who stood con- 
tentedly in the drizzling rain on all .sides 
of the burnetl area. The flames no loiigei 
leaped fiercely skyward, but had been 
tamed down to comparative naildnrs-, aud 
the smoke was much lessdenac in quantity 
and color. 


O£ the home aTid storo of J. W. Webbei 


and the four blocks ndJDininfr, only piled 
up and smouldering heaps of brick, iron 
and tirnbur remained, Ol cha Giecidower 
hotel all th>it was left was the ominous 
looking Imminent o£ the corner faclnjr the 
posioffice buildlni? on "Worlhint^ton street, 
ft portion of the party wall, and towards 
the aunt and south partioas of the rear and 
side walls. All else was a bnioking heap 
of debris. 


A steady and disagreeable drizzle of rain 


was fulling, and torrents of water poured 
down the stairways of the Wight build- 
ings. It was mud and water everywhere 
in. the vicinity of the ruius. 
Main street 


from Worthiugtou almost to Bridge street 
wus £i sorry spectacle. The pavement and 
the uast sidewulk were lost to sight under 
a moss of brick, stone,

The thousands of spectators on. the post- 
olfica step-* and every point of vantage, 
kept in check by the police lines, formed 
an incerestius background, arid over all 
hung like a pall leaden-lined clouds. 


No time WHS lost in settins Maiu street 


partly to rights. As soon as daylight 
made work possible a large force of men 
were set at work clearing away the debris 
aud the street railway company leathered 
up its tangled and broken trolley wires. 
Street cnr traffic WHS at a complete stand- 
still at first, but after a while the company 
sent a. number of cars to the rescue. 


The corner towering aloft in melancholy 


grandeur all that was left of the front oi 
the G-ltmdowei- attracted a considerable 
share of the attention of the spectators, ex- 
oectiug to SCMJ it falL But its. liabilioy to 
totter aud crash down at any moment 
made it dangerous, and the firemen de- 
cided that it must coma down.

Wool. 


The committee yesterday concluded tho 


wool schedule of tbe new tariff bill. The 
measure provides for the admission free of 
duty of all wools*, hair of the camel, Koat 
alpncn and other like animals, and of 
wool and hair on the skin, top waste and 
other waatei, and rags composed wholly 
or in part of wool; and also repeal* what 
are known as compensatory duties on 
woolen goods anil reduces the ad valorem 
duties on such goods.

from 40 per cent ad valorem to 30 per cent 
ad valorem.

The committee yesterday concluded tho 


wool schedule of tbe new tarifE bill.

measure provides for the admission free of 
duty of all wools, hair of the camel, goat 
alpaca and other like aninihls, and of 
wool aud hair on the skin, top waste aud 
other wastes, and raps composed wholly 
or in part of wool; and also repeal* what 
are known as compensatory dvities on 
woolen goods and reduces the ad valorem 
duties on such goods. 


It also repeals the compensatory duties 


upnn carpetn of all kinds, ruse and mnts, 
and reduces the ad valorem duties thereon 
from 40 per cent acl valorem to 30 per cent 
ad valorem. It reduces the duties upon 
certain qualities of waste which have been 
advanced beyond the condition of scoured 
wool, by the use of machinery or by tha 
application or labor, to 25 par cant nd va- 
lorem. The duty on shoddy, miango and 
cerCHio other wastes is put at !i5 per cent 
ad valorem.

Advutitusos of Atmiesry. 


It was claimed that not only tlio inform- 


ation furnished by Mr. Blouut, but the re- 
ports received since Minister Willis ar- 
rived at Honolulu, was to tho effect that 
the provisional qo vat runout \vas sustained 
on the supposition that the United Statcsi 
man-of-war was in tho harbor for that 
purpose, and that us soon as it was known 
that tho United States would not only not 
sustain the provisional government, but 
was determined to undo what had been 
douo by the revolutionists and the alleged 
assistance of Minister Stevens, that the 
public would immediately compel tlio 
restoration ot the queen, and tho provi- 
sional government would fall, and its 
members would hasten to take tiOvantnuo 
of the amnesty which Minister Willis 
would insist that the queen should graut 
upon beiiiK restored to power. 


The statement that hi3t Tuesday was 


the day ou which LHloukulani was to bo 
put back on the throne found publicity 
through tho same medium as tho first in- 
tUrmliou of tho purpose ot the administra- 
tion to restore her. The people of tlio 
country must wait until Deo. 11 for news 
from llawali unless the state depnr.tm.ont 
shall decide to give explicit information 
us to this proposed courtiti to bo pursued. 


The basis of the belie? that Lilioukalani 


•was restored day before yesterday is sup- 
posed to bo tho dispatch which was received 
by tho Australia from Minister Willis. It 
is said that this represented Minister Wil- 
lis' confident expectation that there would 
ho no interruption to the progress of car- 
rying out his instructions, and all the pre- 
liminaries had been successfully attended 
to. It is asserted that tho progress re- 
ported by Minister Willis has been, so sat- 
isfactory that it has not been considered 
necessary to scud him anything further 
sinco ho received his original instructions. 


TliUVbtOH'a CtlHQ. 


Officials in the state department assort 


that the statement issued by Minister 
Thurston yesterday would furnish abund- 
ant ground for giving him his passport;, if 
this government felt inclined to send them 
to him. 
In the present state of the public mind, 


however, it is thought that this might 


• scera like depriving a man of the right to 
state his side of the case and would prove 
unpopular. "Tho American people do not 
cure for diplomatic forms" is the expres- 
sion used in explanation in tho secretary 
of state's office. 


There is no l.uv and a very ill-defined 


visage or custom to fix tho loatrlctious 
upon public expressions by representatives 
of foreign nations. It is left almost en- 
tirely to tho discretion ot the department 
of state us to whether a minister bas of- 
fended against propriety in any act or 
any public expression. It depends upon 
whether tlio socrtlary of hiato chooses to 
consider tho matter ofieiiMve. Peisona 
jion grata is simply 'A person, not agreea- 
ble'to the government and it is not im- 
perative that it should sustain chargea 
and convict of aspecitio offense to relievo 
itself of tho undesirable minister. 
At tho White House it was stated that, 


jffiniater Thutwtou would not bo Riven his 
passports, the rutison being that it would 
)i>uly bo a short time before ho would bo 
but 
n. private citizen, It was also in- 


dicated that it was but by courtesy that 
Mr. Thurston was considered the Ha- 
waiian minuter, as the letter of Secretary 
Gresham indicated very plainly that the 
provisional government was al. an end as 
jar as tho annexation proposition was cou- 
eernecl.

Before beginning his address he re- 


marked that during hi? 13 years' .'ervico 
as United States minister, 
under five 


presidents, he had invariably refused to 
recognize political parties in his own 
country; that ou all questions involving 
his action he had known tho United States 
as a unit, believing that in our foreign re- 
lations our policy should be national and 
continuous, always with united front to 
our foreign, rivals. He had firmly refused 
to consider tlio Hawaiian question a par- 
tisan question in any sense.

Mr. Stevens, in spite of his 73 years, 
looked remarkably strong and vigorous.

Tho lecturer refrained from making any 
direct allusion to or criticism oC the recent 
developments In regard to the Hawaiian 
question.

was not necessary. It seems, however, 
that whilo actnnl'force may riot have been 
authorized, there ^7ay to bo such a show of 
force as wcmld make tljo provisiooul gov- 
ernment believe that the "United States 
•vvould use all the power nfc ity command 
to bring about the restoration. 


The statement ivas also mnde that if 


Mr. Dole refused to accede to the demands 
of Minister Willis he would be thrust 
aside and the quecm restored, even if the 
administration would hiive to go to con- 
gress for authority. At the same time it 
was claimed thnt there ifould be 110 neces- 
sity for any such action, as the informa- 
tion from tha islands vfns to the effect that 
everything was working precisely as ex- 
pected. 


One reason for tlio belief in some quar- 


ters that the restoration had taken place 
vras because of tho assertion, often made, 
unless the restoration took place- before 
the nrrival of the steamer from the United 
State*, since the attitude of this adminis- 
tration hnd been inada public, chat it 
would not be mnde ut nil, because tho 
sentiment of tho United States and tuc 
report of Minister Thtirstnn to the pro- 
visional government would have a ten- 
dency to su stnin them and cause them to 
resist Minister Willis'efforts at restora- 
tion. 


This phase of the c;'.su was suggested to 


the state department ycstenlu}', and a 
reply received that it made no difference 
whether Mr. Thuvston had been able to 
communicate with the provisional gov- 
ernment or nor. or when t-hat govern- 
ment would offer any resistance, tho 
restoration would go on just the snru&. 


AdvtiutacD.s of Aainesly. 


It vras claimed that not only the inform- 


ation furnished by Mr. Blount, but the re- 
ports received since Minister Willis ar- 
rived at Honolulu, was to tho effect that 
the provisional coveinmcnt was sustained 
on the supposition, tbat the United States 
man-of-war was in the bnrboi- for that 
purpose, and t.hat as soon as it was known 
that the United States would not only not 
sustain tho provisional government, but 
w;is determined to vmdo what had been 
done by the revolutionists and the alleged 
assistance of Minister Stevens, that the 
public would immediately compel the 
restoration of the rmeen, and the provi- 
sional government would feill, and its 
members ivould hasten to take advantage 
of the amnesty which Minister Willis 
would insist thut the queen should grant 
upon beini: restored to power. 


The statement that last Tuesday vras 


the day on which Lilioukalnui was tn be 
put back on the throne fcuud publicity 
through the same medium as Mio first in- 
timation of the purpose of the administra- 
tion to restore her. The people o£ tho 
country must wait until Dec. 11 for news 
frorn Hawaii unlt'55 the state department 
shall decide to sive explicit information 
BS to the proposed course to bo pursued. ' 


The basis of the belief that Lilioukalani 


was restored day before yesterday is sup- 
posed to be the dispatch which wag received 
by the Australia from Minister Willis. It 
is said that this represented Minister Wil- 
lis' confident expectation thnt there would 
be no interruption to the progress of car- 
rying out. his instructions, and nil tho pre- 
liminaries had been successfully attended 
to. It is asserted thdt the progress re- 
ported by Minister Willis bus been so sat- 
isfactory that it has not been considered 
necessary to scud him anything further 
since he received! his original instructions. 


Tllur&lon's C;iso. 


Officials in the state department assert 


that the statement issued by .Minister 
Thurston yesterday vrould furnish abund- 
ant ground for giving him his passports if 
this government feltiuclined to send them 
to him.

'ii of by our best citizens as a gentleman 
md a lawyer who will be a credit and a 
valuable reinforcement to the. bench of the 
old Bay state. 


Mr. Lilley is too well known to need 


engthy introduction. 
Ho was born in 


this city and is Lowell bred. 
The 13th of 


next month he will be 42 years of age. 
He 


,vas educated in Lowell public schools and 
pursued a classical course under private 
•uition. 
He was admitted to tho bar in 


1877, having studied In the office of Hon. 
A. P. Bonney, and has since been in con- 
stant and arduous practice. 


At the outset of his career he was in- 


duced by numerous friends of both parties 
Io go into politics, but he soon gave up 
tliat pursuit for the more congenial one of 
the law. In 1879 he was elected a member 
of 
the 
board 
of 
aldermen, 
'and, 


ilthough tlie junior member of the body, 
was chosen chairman. 


In the years 1880 and '1881 he was a 


member of the Massachusetts sonata, being 
jleeled the first year as a democrat in a 
Hstrlet which gave 000 plurality for Gar- 
leld. In the senate he served on the com- 
mittee on judiciary, was a. member of 
the 


joint special committee which investigated 
the charges against Judge Day, and of the 
commission which sat during the 
recess, 


to which was intrusted 
the revision and 


codification of the statutes of the Common- 
,yealth. 


In the fall of his latter term In the sen- 


ate lie was tendered a renornination, and 
later a nomination for mayor, both of 
which he declined. 


He was elected a member of the gover- 


nor's council in J884, and was again sent 
,o the state senate in 1880. 


In 1881 he contested 
with William A. 


Russell of Lawrence for the seat, of the 7th 
district in congress. 
He. was defeated, but 


lie reduced Russell's 
plurality, which, in 


1870, was 4955, to 012, and in the council- 
lor right, two years later, reversed political 
odds which from time immemorial 
had 


been against the democrats. 


After leaving the Senate in 1885, Mr. 


Lilley applied himself diligently to his law 
practice, and last year it was only after 
repeated solicitation, and the absence of 
any likelihood whatever that lie would be 
elected, that lie permitted his name to ap- 
pear on tho democratic state ticket as 
candidate for attorney-general. 


For several years past Mr. Lilley has 


been engaged first an associate counsel with 
Col. T. L. Livermore of Boston, and lat 
terly alone, in the prosecution of cases for 
rebate of taxes upon manufacturing cor- 
porations of Lo\yoll by the city. 
Their 


prosecution has involved the exploration 
nf new fields of legal lore, aud required 
the attention, of the Supreme court upon 
some most novel and intereetlng questions 
of law. . 


Mr, Lilley married a few yearn ago, Miss 


Bonney, daugntcr of Hon. A. P. Bonney.

FBARFUI; FIGPJT 
OF 
FIREMEN 


AGAINST THE 
PJUAMJES. 


To Save the Entire City From De- 


struction.

, Nov. 22. Broken .walls 


smoking ruins und littered streets tell the 
story, this morning, of the most disastrous 
u'ro this city ha1- known since 1S75, when 
the ontii'i; business portion of the city was 
swept away. 


Eight- blocks were destroyed totally. The 


estimated loss is placed by business men at 
from §1,250,000 to $1,500,000. 
« 


The lire which has resulted sj disas 


trously broke out about midniaht in the4 


block owned by ,7. K. Dexter & Co., the 
associateil partner being Henry S. Dickin- 
son, 


The first discovery of the flames was 


made by the elevator boy employed in the 
Union newspaper office, who, leaving his 
work to get a lunch, saw the 
flrfmes re- 


flected on the building opposite. 


He gave the alarm to Policeman Jen- 


nings, who rang in an alarm from box 
41. 


When the department reached the scene 


it was evident that the fire had been in 
progress for some hours before it was dis- 
covered. 
The entire interior of the build- 


ing was in flames. 


There was some delay in getting the 


water properly applied to the flames, and 
during that fatal delay the fire gained such 
headway that it became evident that more

assistance would be needed, and a secon 
alarm was rung in. 


A third alarm followed quickly and then 


the dreaded ten strokes announced that i, 
would be a tough fight to the finish. 


The application of water seemed to bav<- 


no effect upon the flames, which increased 
in fury, and, to add to the difficulty of the 
fight, a light wind sprang up that grew 
stronger as the flames increased. 


Directly adjoining the Dickinson block 


was a 5-story block, owned 
i by W. 
Vf. 


Webber and occupied by him as a grocery 
store. 
Tho flames easily reached this, and 


from there spread to the adjoining blocks 
owned by J. K. Dexter & Co., another 
owned by John Doolan, and the last in the 
row, a block owned and occupied by A. 
JN'. Mayo & Co., stock dealers. 


All of these buildings were built with 


only thin party walls separating them and 
the flames ate through these without giv- 
ing the firemen any opportunity to stay 
them. 


It was evident from the first that none 


of these buildings could bo saved and all 
the 
efforts of the firemen were directed 


toward the Hotel Glondower, which was 
separated 
from tho Mayo building by a 


passageway about 18 feet wide. 


Three streams of water were kept play- 


ing upon the end of the hotel exposed to 
the heat, and it was thought that with the 
fall of the walls of the burning buildings 
the fire was under control.1 


The rear part of the Mayo block was, 


however, the most dangerous section of 
the entire fire, since it was from this place i 
that the flames were conveyed to the Abbe j 
block, which proved to be the key to the 
entire fire. 


Water at this point seemed to be without 


avail, and the fire crepl in spite pf all eff- 
orts, towards the front of the building ou 
Main street, until the entire structure had 
been destroyed, 


From this building the hotel, which it 


was supposed was safe, caught with the 
most disastrous results. 


Standinc alone on the corner, with no 


other building higher than itself to prevent 
the spreading 
of fire, its ignition was 


dreaded most of all. 


The wind suddenly veered round so that 


the sparks were borne directly across the 
street, igniting the dwelling houses situated 
In the rear of some of the business blocks. 
The air was filled with sparks and a per- 
fect rain of firebrands fell upon the wooden 
roofs of the tenement houses. 
Two of 


them began to blaze fiercely, and it seemed 
for a few moments as if that side of Main 
street was also doomed. 


The narrou ness of \Vorthington street 


prevented the firemen from working in the 
area between the Hotel Gleudower and the 
.Union office, and when the Wight block 
was found to be on fire it seemed almost 
certain that the entire business portion of 
the city, from Bridge to Lyman street, 
must go. 


The flames crept along from the Wight 


block to the Union building, and the cor- 
nice of the latter was seen to flame with a 
terrible certainty. 


The force of the^remen was now placed 


upon the roof of tlie Union building, and 
a perfect flood of water was poured from 
above upon the flames. It was only by 
this means that the'progress of the fire was 
stayed. 


Assistance which had arrived from Hart- 


ford, Worcester, 
Holyoke, 
Chicopee by 


special trains, aided in forcing water to the 
vantage ground gained, and by dint of the 
hardest work that Springfield's firemen 
ever did, the fire was at last gotten under 
control. 


The scenes about the fire were the most 


picturesque imaginable. 


From the time that the flames first broke 


'(Nit.until it was no longer safe to remain 
there, the fire escape landings of the Hotoi 
Glendower were dotted with the guests, all 
in semi-dress, awaiting the orders of the 
proprietors to vacate the building. Several 
of them, indeed, did not wait for these 
orders, but left the house as soon as it was 
found that there was great danger of its 
being included in the conflagration. 


The falling of the walls of the first five 


buildings was greeted by a cheer from the 
crowd, which bad gathered to the number 
of several thousand, 
and many, at 
this 


time left for their homes with the antici- 
pation that all was over. 
' 


3?ire Under Control. 


About 6 a. m. the fire was gotten under 


control, although the ruins are burning 
briskly. 
3 The origin of the fire is a mystery to the 
authorities, although there is_ a rumor cur- 
rent that ere long it will be completely 
solved. 
This is as much as can he said from what 


escaped the lips of a fire department offi- 
cial, but from this has been inferred the 
suspicion that the fire was of incendiary 
origin.

1877. having studied in the office of Hon. 
A. P. Bonney, and has since been in con- 
stant and arduous practice. 


At the outset of his career he was in- 


duced by numerous friends of both parties 
Io go into politics, but he soon gave up 
that pursuit for the more congenial one of 
the law. In 1379 he was elected a member 
of 
the 
board 
of 
aldermen, 
'and, 


although the junior member of the body, 
was chosen chairman. 


In the years 1830 and 1881 he was a 


member of the Massachusetts senate, being 
elected the first year as a democrat in a 
district which gave COO plurality for Gar- 
field. In the senate he served on the com- 
mittee on judiciary, was a member of the 
joint srjecial committee which investigated 
the charges against Judge Day, and of the 
commission which sat during the recess, 
to which was intrusted 
the revision and 


codification of the statutes of the Common- 
wealth. 


In the fall of his latter term In the sen- 


ate he was tendered a renomination, anc 
later a nomination for mayor, both of 
which he declined. 


He was e'.ected a member of the gover 


nor's council in I8S4, and was again sent 
to the state senate in ISSCi. 


In 1831 he contested with William A. 


Russell of Lawrence for the seat of the 7th. 
district in congress. 
He was defeated, hut 


he reduced Kussell's plurality, which, in 
'1870, was 4955, to 612, and in the council- 
lor tight, two years later, reversed politica 
odds which from time immemorial had 
been against the democrats. 


After Jeaving the Senate In 1880, 
Mr 


Lilley applied himself diligently to his law 
practice, and last year it was only after 
repeated solicitation, and the absence of 
any likelihood whatever that he would be 
elected, that he permitted his name to ap- 
pear on the democratic state ticket as 
candidate for attorney-general. 


For several years past Mr. Lilley has 


been engaged first as associate counsel with 
Col. T. L. Livermore of Boston, and lat- 
terly alone, in the prosecution of cases for 
rebate of taxes upon manufacturing cor- 
porations of Lowell by the city. 
Their 


prosecution has iuvolved the exploration 
of new fields of legal lore, arid requirec 
the attention of the Supreme court upon 
some most novel and interesting questions 
of law. .

From this tmildicg the hotel, which it 


was supposed was safe, caught with the 
most disastrous results. 


Standinc alone on the corner, with no 


other building higher than itself to prevent 
the spreading 
of fire, its ignition was 


dreaded most of all. 


The wind suddenly veered round so that 


the sparks were home directly across the 
street, igniting the .dwelling houses situated 
in the rear of some of the business blocks. 
The air was filled with sparks and a per- 
fect rain of firebrands fell upon the wooden 
roofs of the tenement houses. 
-Two of 


them began to blaze fiercely, and it seemed 
for a few moments as if that side of Main 
street was also doomed. 


The narrov. ness of \Yorthington street 


prevented the firemen from working in the 
area between the Hotel Glendower and the 
.Union office, and when the Wight block 
was found to be on fire it seemed almost 
certain that the entire business portion of 
the city, from Bridge to Lyman street, 
raust go. 


The flames crept along from the Wight 


block to the Union building, and the cor- 
nice of the latter was seen to flame with a 
terrible certainty. 


The force of the,firemen was now placed 


upon the roof of tlie Union building, aud 
a perfect flood of water was poured from 
above upon the flames. It was only by 
this means that ihe progress of the fire was 
stayed. 


Assistance which had arrived from Hart- 


ford, Worcester, Holyoke, 
Chicopee by 


special trains, aided in forcing water to the 
vantage ground gained, and by dint of the 
hardest work that SpringGeld's firemen 
ever did, the fire was at last gotten under 
control. 


The scenes about the fire were the most 


picturesque imaginable. 


From the time that the flames first broke 


•emi^until it was no longer safe to remain 
there, the fire escape landings of the Hotel 
Glendower were dotted with the guests, all 
in semi-dress, awaiting the orders of the 
proprietors to vacate the building. Several 
of them, indeed, did not .wait for these 
orders, but left the house as soon as it was 
found that tbere was great danger of its 
being included in the conflagration. 


The falling of the walls of the first five 


buildings was greeted by a cheer from the 
crowd, which had gathered to the number 
of several thousand, and many, at this 
time left for their homes with the antici- 
pation that all was over. 


aTire Under Control. 


About 0 a. m. the fire was gotten under 


control, although the ruins are burning 
briskly. 
3 The origin of the fire is a. mystery to the 
authorities, although there is a rumor cur- 
rent that ere long it will be completely 
solved. 


This is as much as can be said from what 


escaped the lips of a fire department offi- 
cial, but from this has been inferred the 
suspicion that the fire was of incendiary 
origin.

HIS APPOINTMENT TO THE BENCH 


PLEASES LOWELL LAWYERS. 


Sketoli of His Xcual ii«cl Political Career 


—ioinell Corporations Xoso a Counsel of 
liouiarkable Ability in Arguing Points 
of law, 


, On every hand is heard the 
favorable 


comment upon the appointment of Lawyer 
Charles Sumner Lilley to the Superior 
court bench, by Gov. Russell. He is spok- 
en of by our best citizens as a gentleman 
and a lawyer who will be a credit and a 
valuable reinforcement to the bench of the 
old Bay state, 


Mr. Lilley is too well known to need 


lengthy introduction. 
He was horn in 


this city and is Lowell bred. Tho 13tb of 
next month he will be 42 years of age. He' 
was educated in Lowell public schools and 
pursued a classical course under private 
tuition. He was admitted to the bar in 
1877. having studied in the office of Hon. 
A. 1?, Bonuey, and has since been in con- 
stant and arduous practice. 


At tho outset of his career he was in- 


duced by numerous friends of both parties 
to go into politics, but he soon gave up 
that pursuit for the more congenial one of 
the law. In 1S79 he was elected a member 
of 
the 
board 
of 
aldermen, and, 


although the junior member Of the body, 
was chosen chairman. 
In the years 1380 and 1881 he was a 


member of the Massachusetts senate, being 
elected the first year as a democrat in a 
district which gave 000 plurality for Gar- 
field. In the senate he served on the com- 
mittee on judiciary, was a member of tho 
joint special committee which investigated 
the charges against Judge Day, aud of the 
commission which sat during >the rccos1;, 
to which was intiusted the revision and 
codification of the statutes of the Common- 
wealth. 
Iii the fall of his latter term In tho sen- 


ate lie was tendered a renocflination, and 
later a nomination for mayor, both of 
which, he declined. 


He was elected a member of the gover- 


nor's council in 1884, and was. again sent 
to the state senate in 18S6. 


In 1881 he contested with William A. 


Russell of Lawrence for the seat of the 7th 
dibtiict in congress. He was 'dofeatod'/but 
lie reduced Russell's plurality, which, in 
1879, was 4055, to 012, and in the council- 
lor fight, two years later, leversed political 
odds which from time immemorial had 
been against the democrats. 


After leaving the Senate in 18S6, Mr. 


Lilley applied himself diligently to his law 
practice, and last year it was only after 
repeated solicitation, and the absence of 
any likelihood whatever that he would be 
elected, that he permitted his name to ap- 
pear on the democratic state 'ticket as 
candidate for attorney-general. 


For several years past Mr. Lilley has 


been engaged first &<; associate Counsel with 
Col. T. L. Livermore of Boston, and lat- 
terly alone, in the prosecution of cases for 
rebate of taxes upon manufacturing cor- 
porations of Lowell by the city. 
Their 


prosecution, has involved the exploration 
of new fields of legal lore, aud required 
the attention of the Supreme court upon 
some most novel aud interesting questions 
of law. 


Mr. Lilley married a few years ago, Miss 


Bonney, daughter of Hon. A. 'P. Bonney.

the law. In 1S79 he was elected a member 
of 
the

although the junior member of the body, 
was chosen chairman. 


In the years 1380 and 1881 lie was a 


member of the Massachusetts senate, heine- 
elected the first year as a democrat in n 
district1 which gave GOO plurality for Gar- 
field. In the senate he served on the com- 
mittee on judiciary, wtvs a member of the 
joint special committee which investigated 
the charges against Judge Day, aud of the 
commission which sat during .'the recess, 
to which was intrusted 
the revision and 


codification of the statutes of the Common- 
wealth. 


In the fall of his latter term In,' the 'sen- 


ate he was tendered a renom'nation, and 
later a nomination for mayor, both of 
which he declined. 


He was e'.ected a member of the gover- 


nor's council in 1884, and was..again sent 
to the state senate in 18S6. . 


In 1381 he contested with .William A. 


Russell of Lawrence for the seat of the 7th 
dibtrict in congress. 
He was 'defeated^but 


he reduced Kussell's plurality, which, in 
1S70, was 40C5, to 012, and in the council- 
lor fight, two years later, reversed political 
odds which from time immemorial 
had 


been against the democrats. 


After leaving the Senate in 1SS6, .Mr. 


Lilley applied himself diligently to his law 
practice, and last year it was only after 
repeated solicitation, and the absence of 
any likelihood whatever that he would be 
elected, that he permitted his name to ap- 
pear on the democratic state 'ticket as 
candidate for attorney-general.. 


For several years past Mr. Lilley has 


been engaged first as associate dcunsel with 
Col. T. L. Livermore of Boston, and lat- 
terly alone, in the prosecution of cases for 
rebate of taxes upon manufacturing cor- 
porations of Lowell by the city.
